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Dr. Stefan Morawski is a distinguished Polish scholar of the younger 
generation in the field of aesthetics, which deals with theories of art. He occupies 
the Giair of Aesthetics at the University of Warsaw and is Secretary of the recently 
organized Polish Society of Aesthetics and one of the editors of the new Polish 
journal, AESTHETICS. His visit to the United States is being arranged by the 
Institute of International Education in New York, which is managing the Ford 
Foundation's Polish Exchange Program. Since January, he has been in New York 
and other eastern cities, where he lectured on aesthetics and studied American 
methods of research and teaching in this field. 

Dr. Morawski described his interests and purpose on ihis visit as follows: 
“My specialty is aesthetics or general theory of art. I am mostly interested in 
twentieth -century aesthetics and I plan to write a book on this topic. Anglo-Saxon 
aesthetics interests me especially for two reasons: In the United States there is 
now the greatest and most vigorous center of modern aesthetic thought, and the 
dominating orientation there is empirical and rationalistic.” His trip to the United 
States and other countries outside Poland will last for about nine months, several 
days of which will be spent in Cleveland. He is expected to arrive here about April 
25th. While here, he plans to study the collections and activities of the Cleveland 
Museum of Art and other educational institutions. 

Dr. Morawski, who speaks English and several other languages well, has 
taken part in the last two International Congresses on Aesthetics, one in Venice and 
the other in Athens. He is the author of many articles on the iheory of art and 
literature and on the history of aesthetic ideas. 

Dr. Thomas Munro, Curator of Education at the Cleveland Museum of Art, 
is arranging Dr. Morawski's visit here at the request of the Institute of International 
Education. In an interview. Dr. Munro stated: “The Museum is always glad to be one 
of the centers visited by the young cultural leaders of foreign countries. Some of 
these come by invitation of the State Department and others through various founda- 
tions. We are particularly glad to welcome those who have not only done significant 
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work in their own countries, but are also eager to leam about American ideas and 
methods in their chosen fields. My acquaintance widi Dr, Morawski leads me to 
believe that he is a man of this type and will profit greatly from his Cleveland visit 
as well as help to build up cultural relations between our two countries.” 
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
